IN FIRM CHICKENS 


The nu mber of chicks and 
you ng chickens of this year’s 
hatch on hand Ju ne 1 in the 
farm flocks of crop reporters was 
abou t 6 per cent greater than 
the nu mber on Ju ne 1, 1929, the 
Crop Reporting Board of the 
Bu reau of Agricu ltu ral Econo­ 
mics, U. S. Department of Agri­ 
cu ltu re 
has 
annou nced. 
The 
nu mber on May l was more than 
20 per cent greater and on April 
1 it was almost 60 per cent 
greater than on the same dates 
a year ago. 
The season was u nu su ally ear­ 
ly and favorable for laying and 
hatching this spring, and pro­ 
du ction of chicks by commercial 
hatcheries was extremely heavy, 
says the board. “Ju dging from 
the Ju ne retu rns of crop report­ 
ers for their own flocks, the final 
increase in nu mbers this year is 
likely to be moderate.” 
The nu mber of commercial 
flocks reported is not su fficient 
to perm it an accu rate estimate 
of changes in nu mbers for that 
grou p, 
bu t 
commercial 
flocks 
have apparently been increased 
more rapidly than farm flocks, 
the board adds. 
Nu mbers in farm flocks on 
Ju ne 1 in the United States were 
abou t 12 per cent greater than 
on th at date in 1928 , bu t only 3 
or 4 per cent greater than in 
1927. Increases in flocks are re­ 
ported a t abou t 11 per cent in 
the North Atlantic, aboht 5 per 
cent in the North Central, 3 per 
cent in the Sou th Atlantic, 2 per 
cent in the Sou th Central, and 
20 per cent in the Western grou p 
of States.

“These u nnatu ralized aliens,” 
he said, “are estimated to nu m ­ 
ber 7,500,000, and give to wet 
metropolitan centers abou t 30 
congressmen and thirty elector­ 
al votes. 
Were they eliminated 
in the enu meration, the basis of 
apportionment wou ld be corre­ 
spondingly lowered and states 
like Virginia which now seem 
certain to lose a congressman 
might retain the present nu m ­ 
ber.

“There shou ld be a prompt, 
sharp drive to get this resolu ­ 
tion (the Stalker resolu tion for 
su bmission of 
a constitu tional 
amendment to achieve the alien 
exclu sion) throu gh congress be­ 
fore Christmas and then press 
it throu gh the state legislatu res 
lu ring the winter of 1931. The 
time is short bu t by persistent 
systematic work it can be done.”

HARD BATTLE SEEN 
FOR NAVAL TREATY 
Washington, Ju ly 7— (JP) — 
President 
Hoover 
opened 
the 
special session of the senate for 
consideration of 
the London 
Naval treaty today with a mes­ 
sage calling for its ratification 
as “an im portant step in dis­ 
armament and in world peace.” 
Hardly had 
the presidential 
message been read when Sena­ 
tor McKellar (Dem. Tennessee» 
offered a resolu tion requ esting 
the docu ments relating to the 
London conference which Prsei- 
dent Hoover had refu sed to tu rn 
over to the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations committee. 
Senator Reed' of Pennsylvania, 
member of the American dele­ 
gation replied the docu ments 
were in possession of members 
of the delegation and he offered 
them in confidence to any sena­ 
tor who wished to see them. He 
said: 
“The senator who 
ac­ 
cepts my su ggestion will readily 
see the reason why the corre­ 
spondence ou ght not to be made 
pu blic.” 
However, 
Senator 
Johnson 
(Repu blican, California» , who is 
one of the chief opponents of 
the pact, scorned the Reed of­ 


fer and demanded the papers 
“for the United States senate 
and for every member of it to 
read and for my government 
here.” 
In his message to the senate 
President Hoover said; 
“Every 
solitary fact which affects ju dg­ 
ment u pon the treaty is known 
and the docu ment itself com­ 
prises the sole obligation of the 
United States.”

When told b y the 
phy sician that the claim cou ld 
not b e filed u ntil the coroner 
had completed an inv estigation, 
it was b rou ght ou t that the de­ 
fendant told 
the doctor he 
“wou ld b e ru ined if there was 
any trou b le” and the insu rance 
was not paid. 
Dr. Kennedy , who was on the 
stand for the greater part of the 
afternoon, 
corrob orated 
testi­ 
mony giv en b y witnesses in the 
morning as to ev ents occu rring 
at the Offu tt home immediately 
preceding and u p to Mrs. Kolb ’s 
death. He said he administered 
adrenalin (the most powerfu l 
stimu lant known) to Mrs. Kolb 
in a v ain attem pt to keep her 
aliv e. 
A detailed q u estioning as to 
the q u alities of the stimu lant b y 
John H. Kiplinger, defense a t­ 
torney who condu cted all cross- 
ex amination, b rou ght sharp re­ 
torts from the witness at times. 
“I think y ou are splitting too 
many hairs,” Kennedy replied to 
one of the attorney ’s technical 
q u estions. 
The answer b rou ght 


a lau gh from the cou rt room 
which was crowded to capacity 
throu ghou t the afternoon.

phy sician also told 
of 
condu cting an au topsy ov er the 
dead woman’s 
b ody following

actu al attack on hou ses su bterraneou sly, w hich 
m akes them all th e m ore dangerou s. 
U nder favorable conditions they are as de­ 
stru ctive to wood as ru st is to steel and iron, 
bu t th eir attacks are easily prevented by fol­ 
lowing a few 
precau tions which are 
recom ­ 
m ended. 
In general, the bu reau advises th a t all wood 
in direct contact w ith th e earth shou ld be im ­ 
pregnated w ith 
coal or creosote or 
else su ch 
contact shou ld be avoided by fou ndations of 
concrete or stone. 
Brick is not advisable in 
fou ndations u nless capped and faced w ith con­ 
crete, becau se th e ferm ites are able to bu rrow 
into the m ortar after a few years. 
W hile fe r­ 
m ites can not be driven ou t of their h abitations 
in wood by insecticides or fu m igation, they can 
be killed off by introdu cing concrete or treated 
wood insu lation between the bu ilding and the 
grou nd a t all fou ndation or post contacts, as 
they can not live w ithou t the m oistu re th a t m ay 
be secu red throu gh th eir passagew ays into the 
grou nd. 
Each spring and fall the term ites 
em erge 
from the wood work of infested bu ildings as 
“flying a nts” and this sw arm ing m ay be th e first 
indication of their presence.

Washington, July 7—#P)—Ex- 


clusion of naturalized aliens 
from the population -cbuftt to be 
used in the reappbrtlphment Of 
congressional ' representation, 
was described today by Bishop 
James Cannon, Jr. as "the most 
important legislative proposi- 
tion before ttie country." 


The. views of the Southern 


Methodist leader were contained 
:n a statement tin the prohibi- 
tion situation he prepared be- 
fore sailing last night from New 
¥ork on the Aquitania for Bra- 
Til. 


"These unnaturalized aliens," 


he said, "are estimated to num- 
ber 7,500.000, and give to wet 
metropolitan centers about 30 
songressmen and thirty elector- 
al votes. Were they eliminated 
hi the enumeration, the basis of 
apportionment would be corre- 
spondingly lowered and states 
like "Virginia which now seein 
certain to lose a' congressman 
might retain the present num- 
ber. 
' 


"There should be a prompt, 


sharp drive to get this resolu- 
tion (the Stalker resolution for 
submission of a constitutional 
amendment to achieve the alien 
exclusion) iSirough congress lie- 
fore Christmas and then press 
it through the state legislatures 
during the winter of 1931. The 
time is short but by persistent 
systematic -work it can be done." 


The alien exclusion proposal 


arose last year when Represen- 
tative Hoch (Republican, Kan- 
sas) secured its adoption as an 
amendment to the census and 
reapportionment measure. 


This move met determined op- 


nosition of representatives from 
the urban centers, and Repre- 
sentative Tlnkham (Republican,

TROUBLESOME INSECTS. 


If you see "flying ants" swarming in your 


house, just rest assured that you are infected 
with termites and get busy. For in time they 
will eat the walls from around you, the founda- 
tion from, under you and the roof from over 
your head. 


The bureau of entomology of the U. S. de- 


partment of agriculture says there is no need to 
be alarmed 
when the aviator ants move oh 


you in squadron form, because they make their 
actual attack on houses subterraneously, which 
makes them all the more dangerous. 


Under favorable conditions they "are as- de- 


structive to wood as rust is to steel and iron 
but their attacks are easify prevented by fol- 
lowing a few precautions which are recom- 
mended. 
t 


In general, the bureau advises that all wood 


in direct contact with the earth should be im- 
pregnated with coal or creosote or else such 
contact should be avoided by foundations of 
concrete or stone. Brick is not advisable - in 
foundations unless capped and faced with con- 
crete, because the termites are able to burrow 
into the mortar after a few years. While fer- 
mites can not be driven out of their habitations 
in wood by insecticides or fumigation, they can 
be killed off by introducing concrete or treated 
wood insulation between the building and the 
ground at all foundation or post contacts, as 
they can not live without the moisture that may 
be secured through their passageways into the 
ground. 


Each spring and fall the termites 
emerge 


from the wood work of infested buildings as 
"flying ants" and this swarming may be the first 
indication of their presence. Prompt action on 
the first appearance of the 
ants may avoid 


much damage, but their continued boring of 
minute tunnels in sills, posts, joists, etc., is cer- 
tain to result eventually in important damage.
